U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
Summary  to  WFO-29  Amendment  9 

In  order  to  prevent  excessive  diversion 
of  soybean  oil  to  the  manufacture  of  syn- 
thetic resins,  the  U.  S.  Department  Of 
Agriculture  today  amended  WFO-29, 
limiting  the  use  of  soybean  oil  in  syn- 


thetic resins  each  month  to  one-sixth  of 
the  amount  used  by  the  manufacturer  for 
this  purpose  during  the  first  six  months 
of  1945. 

Previously,  the  use  of  soybean  oil  for 
synthetic  resins  was  excluded  from  the 
general  limitations  on  the  four  major 
vegetable  oils  contained  in  WFO  29,  since 


an  order  of  the  War  Production  Board, 
restricting  the  end  product,  served  to 
limit  the  distribution  and  use  of  soybean 
oil  sufficiently.  This  WPB  Order  has  re- 
cently been  terminated  and  synthetic 
resins  are  now  free  from  control.  To- 
day's amendment  to  WFO  29,  (No.  9),  is 
effective  January  1,  1946. 
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
